— Note, That 
when Tueſday's Lectures came up in the be- 
ginning of B Fames's Reign, Sir Henry 
Saville, Warden of Merton College, who 
had lately publiſh'd Cornelius Tacitus with 
Notes, would by no means conſent with 
the Heads of Houſes that his Houſe ſhould 
have a Turn in preaching the Lecture. 


On the 25th of Augu/?, 1633. or much 
about that Time, Dr. Potter preſented one 
of his Books' to the King, intitled, Charity 
miſtaken. A Prebendſhip of Windſor was de- 
ſign'd him for his Reward, then likely to 
be void by the Promotion of the Biſhop of 
Glouceſter to — 4 It was thought that 
Dr. Heylin ſhould have been the Man, and 
many of his Friends, eſpecially Neale Arch- 
biſhop of Yori, put him hard upon it; but 
it did not move him, only ſo far as to make 
this Epigram upon it, and fo paſs'd it by: 


When Windſir Prebend late diſpoſed was, 
One aſk'd me ſadly how it came to paſs 
Potter was choſe, and Heylin was forfaken ? 


I anſwer'd, twas by——Charity miſtaken. 


But the Biſhop of Glouce/ter (Goodman) was 
not removed, ſo the Buſineſs ended.

In the Year 1663 or thereabouts, ſeveral 
young Phyſicians of Oxford went in a Lent 
Time to Ayleſbury to diſſect a Woman that 
was there executed for Felony. At their 
Return they found the Ways dirty, Wea- 
ther wet, and at length o'ertaken by Night. 
Whereupon the Phyſicians complaining of 
their Journey, Mr. Robert Whitehall, one of 
their Number, reply'd: |

Four Berrys in the Univerſity of Oxon, viz. 
I. A Black-berry, Dr. Arthur Berry of Exeter, a 
black Man. 2. Coffze-berry, Phineas Berry, Fel- 
low of Wadham, a great Coffee drinker. 3. Ale- 
berry, Amos Berry, one of the Senior Fellows 


of C. C. C. a great Ale-bibber. 4. Gooſe- 


berry, i. e. Richard Berry Chaplain of Chriſt 
Church, a ſimple hot-headed Coxcomb. — 
This laſt Berry, being either beſotted with 
Drink, or with Love of Beſs Faulkner, a 
Huckfter, or overcharg'd with Spring-Blood, 
did, like one repreſenting either of theſe 
three, ſtab himſelf with a Knife in the Breaſt 


and Belly ſeveral Times on the 7th of June, 


1670. about ſix in the Morning in his Cham- © 
ber in the Chapel Quadrangle at Ch. Ch. 
where weltring in his Blood for ſome Time, 
was at length accidentally reliev'd by his Bed- - - 
Maker ; that is, upon ſeeing his Condition, 
and the Room full of Blood, brought a Su- 
geon and fo ſtopp'd up his Wounds, of which

being in a Month's Time recovered, was, 
as not being permitted to keep his Place, ſent 
into Ireland, and there by the Favour of 
ſome clerical Perſons, and through the Means 
of Mr. John Houghton of Brazen-Noſe Col- 
lege, got into ſome Cathedral to be Chaplain 
or Petty Canon. N. B. This X. Berry 
was a Fidler's Son of Burford, but begot, 
as *twas generally believed, by Mr. Jahn 
Houghton beforemention'd, there being a 
great Reſemblance of Viſage between them. 


In the Year 1646, a little after the City 
of Oxford was ſurrendered to the Parliament 
Forces, were ſent ſix Preſbyterian Preachers
